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Raiders of the Lost Art 


Another San Francisco sculpture goes missing.

For 30-odd years, Cindy Ca- 
sey and her husband, Mi- 
chael, renovated ornate 
elements of city build- 
ings and works of art 
here in San Francisco. 
Not so long ago, Mi- 
chael died. Now Cindy 
maintains a blog 

about public art here 16 . 
in the city. 

Or, sometimes, the lack 
thereof. On a recent trip past 
the Ocean Park Health Center on 
24th Avenue, she was expecting to 
find Sailor and Mermaid, a glori- 
ous, 12-foot high copper sculp- 
ture crafted in 1970 by Henri 
Marie-Rose. Instead, all that re- 
mains is a stump roughly the size 
of a garden gnome. 

As it turns out, the statue had 
been gone a long time. 

Years ago, the artist’s son, Dr. 
Pierre-Joseph Marie-Rose, a pedia- 
trician with the city’s Department 
of Public Health, visited the 
site for a meeting. He was 
shocked to find only the 
gnome-sized stump. He was 
even more shocked at the 
nonchalant explanation health 
center personnel offered him: 
They allowed the foliage to cover 
the sculpture for years and, when 
they finally cut it back, Sailor 
and Mermaid was gone. 

The San Francisco 
Arts Commission 
believes the 
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sculpture 
was swiped 
in the early 
1990s. 
Dr. Marie- 
Rose made his 
serendipitous 
discovery in the late 
1990s. It was left to 
him to inform his 
father of the loss. 
In fact, Henri

comprehensive survey to chart 

the whereabouts of its 4,000- 

plus items, many of which are 
unaccounted for. The commission 
has additionally loaned out some 
754 works to 183 city agencies and 
offices. It does not know where 
many of them are. 

The list of public artwork stolen 
or vandalized since 2007 runs to 15 
pages. Among the more memorable 
losses are the serial thefts of the 
Mahatma’s spectacles from the 
Ferry Plaza Gandhi memorial; 
the filching of plaques from the 
Shakespeare Garden; and the 
theft of all four bronze tortoises 
from the eponymous Fountain of 
the Tortoises in Huntington Park. 
Hundreds of instances of graffiti 
are documented, including one 
wit who chose to scrawl “Just sit 
your fat ass down and relax” on the 
bronze chairs near the Church and 
Duboce Muni stop. 

Kate Patterson-Murphy, the 
Arts Commission’s spokeswoman, 
urged concerned residents to 
report vandalism and contribute to 
the city’s ArtCare fund. 

That won't bring back Sailor and 
Mermaid, however. 

Henri Marie-Rose died in 2010. 
His sole accounting on the Arts 
Commission’s list of public works 
is a copper relief emplacement 
on the exterior of a fire station 
on Sansome Street. It is mounted 
several stories above the sidewalk. 

And, as such, it is still there. 


Sunk Costs 


The America’s Cup 
price tag keeps 
growing. 


In order to track the 
money expended on the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup, the city set up a cen- 
tral, overarching account akin 
to one for a single project. That 
way it was easy to follow the 
flow of funds to various and 
sundry America’s Cup tasks and 
the influx of privately raised 
dollars into the pool. 

Just one problem: Those 
privately raised funds didn’t 
materialize. The outflow con- 
tinued unabated, however. 
And, earlier this year, a Bud- 
get and Legislative Analyst 
report pegged the Cup-related 
costs to the city at $11.5 
million. 

The regatta and the city 
have since parted ways. And, 
it turns out, the costs were far 
greater than that. 

While it’s simple, albeit 
painful, to track the cash 
expended on the Cup from 
the city’s central account, the 
costs absorbed by individual 
city departments’ operating 
budgets are less apparent. 
But, earlier this summer, 
Muni determined how much 
of a bite the Cup took out of 
its budget at the behest of its 
Citizens Advisory Committee. 
That total: $1.64 million. 

In fact, scouring the books 
of any number of city depart- 
ments will likely produce a 
trove of unreimbursed costs 
— but no one has asked them 
EOs Yet. 

While the Cup has sailed 
off, there’s still buried treasure 
to be found in San Francisco.

Burned, Man 


Despite security 
measures, fake Burning 
Man tickets still hit the 
gray market. 


the dangers of buying Burning Man 
tickets off the gray market, but this 
year she had no choice. She'd missed 
the January pre-sale and the regular 


were snatched up in 45 minutes. 
She'd watched bidding wars launch 
on eBay as secondhand prices bal- 
looned; by midsummer, a single

sale in February, during which tickets 


ticket could fetch nearly twice its 
original $380 value. 

Undeterred, Narell and her boy- 
friend decided to try anyway. They 
trolled Burner Facebook groups, 
fished on Craigslist, and tried to 
gird themselves against anything 
that looked “clearly scammy.” 

“I saw a post that warned to be- 
ware of scammers, so I knew they 
were out there,” Narell says. “But I 
thought that would be something 
obvious, like ‘PayPal me the money.” 

When someone advertised two 
tickets at face value and offered to

meet in person, Narell took the bait. 


She negotiated with the seller via 
text message, sussed out his credi- 


bility, and dispatched her boyfriend 
to purchase the goods near their 
home in New York City. (Narell is 
an architecture grad student at UC 
Berkeley, but she spends summers 
on the East Coast.) He returned 
with a sealed envelope, which they 
set aside for several weeks. 

“When I finally opened the 
envelope, they didn’t look right,” 
Narell says. “The paper weight 
wasn't right, they didn’t have an 
embossed image.” 

She scoured Google for images 
of real tickets, and found a link 
buried in the back of the Burning 
Man site with instructions on how 
to tell if a ticket is real. “Our tickets 


have numerous physical security 
features, unique foils, embossings, 
and variable data,” it says, admon- 
ishing users not to buy tickets via 
the anonymous wire payment sys- 
tem Moneygram. Narell grew more 
suspicious. She downloaded an app 
that scans ticket barcodes to assess 
their veracity. 

“T tested it by scanning items 
in the house,” she recalls. “When I 
scanned our tickets, they said ‘April 
Fool’s Day.” 

She and her boyfriend were out 
$800. They called Burning Man. 
They filed a police report. They 
posted a dejected status update 
on Facebook. 


“No one has ever made it 
through the gate with a fake 
ticket,” Burning Man spokeswom- 
an Megan Miller assures, adding 
that people who arrive with faux 
passes in hand — inevitably, a 
few do — are often allowed to 
purchase new tickets on the spot. 
The Burning Man staff even goes 
so far as to void tickets that are 
sold above cost in the gray market, 
since such capers violate the 
Burner credo. 

Fortunately, Narell got another 
shot during last week’s “OMG” 
sale, during which 3,000 more tick- 
ets were released. She may burn 
this year, after all. Rachel Swan

Without Limitations 





San Francisco has changed, one Dirty Harry kill-site at a time. 


If you want to conform to 
Europeans’ expectations of quotidian 
American life, you could do worse than 
taking them to McDonald’s for lunch. 
But not just any McDonald’s. Park your 
tour bus at the Golden Arches on Third 
and Townsend. 

Youd better hurry. 

News recently broke that the eat- 
ery would soon give way to a proposed 
10-story luxury hotel. The transfor- 
mation of SoMa from a gritty realm 
of warehouses, rail yards, and the 
trappings of blue-collar life into tech’s 
inner sanctum continues. 

Billions and billions served, make 
way for billions and billions spent. 

And yet, there’s even deeper 
symbolism being served up at this 
doomed drive-through. If this restau- 
rant epitomizes us in the eyes of 
outsiders, so do the scenes that took 
place within it many years ago. 

Bryan Rice is the proprietor of San 
Francisco Movie Tours. He spends 
his days squiring Brits, Germans, 
and Scandinavians around the city to 
the cinematic locations they grew up 
with — but never visited. And, to this 
crowd, one man embodies this town 
— and so much more. 

“Dirty Harry, to them, represents 
not only San Francisco, but the Unit- 
ed States,” Rice says. “To them, he’s 
kind of what we're all about.” 

Yes, this short-timer McDonald’s 
is the “Acorn Cafe” in which Clint 
Eastwood's Dirty Harry Callahan me- 
thodically extracts an oversize Smith 
& Wesson from his sportcoat in full 
view of a quartet of armed thugs half 
his age, guns down three of them, 
and then induces the fourth to capit- 
ulate with the film Sudden Impact’s 
most memorable line: “Go ahead. 
Make my day.” 


The headline “Place Where Dirty 
Harry Shot People Slated for Luxury De- 
velopment” is counterintuitive. Until 
you give it amoment'’s thought. Dirty 
Harry shot a lot of people. And this city 
is lousy with luxury development. 

Helpful online obsessive-com- 
pulsives have pegged the number of 
people Inspector Callahan dispatches 
in the film Dirty Harry and its four 
sequels at 41 (this tally is appended by 
footnotes such as “Assuming Liquor 
Store robber #3 doesn't die from com- 
plications arising from being shot in 
the genitals”). 

Well, that’s an impressive total. 
A few creative demises are sprinkled 
into the list — “Water cannon causing 
fall into bay/Drown,” “Molotov cock- 
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tail causing poor driving skills into 
bay/Drown,’ and “.44 to chest causing 
fall onto unicorn horn/Immediate 
Death by impalement.” But, by and 
large, this is a compendium of goons, 
robbers, and other miscreants being 
snuffed by a .44 Magnum throughout 
broad swaths of our fair city. 


These films were a primal reaction 
to a chaotic era of social upheaval. 
Bombs exploded at police stations and 
revolutionary outfits, liberation fronts, 
and a sawmill’s worth of splinter groups 
took aim at one another on city streets. 
The Zebra Killers executed 14 random 
San Franciscans and wounded eight 
more — including future Mayor Art Ag- 
nos. Supervisor Dan White shot Mayor 
George Moscone and Harvey Milk. San 
Francisco is still ranked as a top-five 
American terror target even though 
nothing qualifying as “terrorism” has 
taken place here since 1997 (an airport 
bombing that destroyed property but 
harmed no one). 

The 1970s were an interesting time. 


Dirty Harry, a modern-day sheriff 
patrolling the modern-day Wild Wild 
West, was a reaction to all this. 

The final two movies in the series 
were released in 1983 and 1988. By 
this time, the tumultuous San Fran- 
cisco that spawned a cinematic figure 
like Callahan was receding into myth 
and memory. And yet, in these two 
last films, the aging inspector kills 
far, far more people than he did in the 
movies actually produced during the 
era when San Francisco truly approxi- 
mated the Wild West. 

The less San Francisco resembled 
its prior iteration, the more brutal its 
sheriff became. So, Dirty Harry’s mor- 
tality tour does indeed offer an intrigu- 
ing window into our city’s evolution — 
both physically and metaphysically. 


San Francisco is a city of disparities 
— of wealth, of opportunity, and, of 
course, of change. 

The scenes in which Dirty Harry 
pokes around North Beach — saving 
aman from immolating himself in 
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Washington Square Park, chasing a 
serial killer, peering at a nude woman 
through her window on Krausgrill 
Place — could have been filmed yes- 
terday. The Cost Plus where Callahan 
foils a robbery is still there, and, all 
these years later, we’re left to wonder 
what kind of wicker-obsessed thieves 
attempt to rob a Cost Plus. The bank 
heist on Market and Pine — in which 
Callahan asks a downed punk if he 
feels lucky — was actually filmed ona 
soundstage (hence the cable car run- 
ning down Market). 

Other sites of Callahan carnage 
have indeed transformed — and near- 
ly always into more upscale offerings. 
The liquor store on Second and Minna 
that Dirty Harry rams with a police 
car before dispatching robbers Nos. 1 
and 2 (and blasting No. 3 in the gen- 
itals) is now an art gallery and juice 
joint. The warehouse pilfered of weap- 
onry by murderous revolutionaries is 
now a repository for many of the tech 
shuttles ferrying around the workers 
revolutionizing this city in a wholly 
different manner. The firebombed 
vehicles of goons and thugs that drove 
off various piers to oblivion would, 
today, mar the ambience of the sunny, 
pedestrian-friendly expanse that took 
hold following the razing of the Em- 
barcadero Freeway. The deadly chase 
between Callahan and vigilante cops 
who formed a death squad within the 
department races through a bereft, 
pre-AT&T Park China Beach and 
culminates at Pier 70 —a site slated 
for luxury development on a scale 
rendering the McDonald’s-cum-hotel 
small fry. 


When the Brits, Germans, and 
Scandinavians see all this, however, 
they don’t think about how much the 
city has changed. And they don’t think 
about how much the city has stayed the 
same. “What I get more than anything,” 
Rice says, “is “Wow, San Francisco is 
dirty.” 

Unlike the cinematic carnage of 
yore, the heap of humanity who've 
fallen through society’s safety net is 
painfully real. And omnipresent. The 
tourists don’t see the teachers and 
social workers and other middle-class 
professionals fleeing our city. But 
that’s real, too. 

Rice knows this. The tour guide 
had thoughts about raising his family 
here. But, instead, he left for Ala- 
meda. And sanity. 

A man’s got to know his limitations.

Katz 
and Dogs 


City tells vociferous 
department head to 
take a walk. 


On a recent Friday, the 
San Francisco animal-loving 
community — a significant con- 
stituency — was jolted by the 
sacking of Animal Care and Con- 
trol head Rebecca Katz. After six 
years atop the department, Katz 
was terminated by City Adminis- 
trator Naomi Kelly with the final- 
ity of Travis Coates dispatching 
Old Yeller. 

Kelly’s office declined to dis- 
cuss a personnel matter. Katz 
tells SF Weekly she “was not 
supported making the decisions 
I felt were in the best interests 
of the agency and the animals 
we served.” When queried if 
that lack of support was mone- 
tary or ideological, she replied 
“both.” 

She also said as much in 
an entry on the department's 
Facebook page. Katz posted her 
lengthy missive on the Monday 
after her dismissal. This left 
sources close to Animal Control 
livid. Their complaints don’t 
touch Katz's record with regard 
to the animals; San Francisco 
saves a remarkable percentage 
of the creatures housed at An- 
imal Control. Instead, Katz’s 
detractors say, her problem was 
with people. 

Last year, the erstwhile di- 
rector testified before the Small 
Business Commission and the 
Planning Commission — while 
toting a blind rescue chihua- 
hua — on behalf of Pet Food 
Express. That chain provided her 
department with $50,000 worth 
of food yearly. Emails obtained 
via a public records request re- 
vealed Katz colluding with the 
chain and its unregistered lob- 
byist to wheedle the city. 

This was viewed as a quid- 
pro-quo situation; Katz’s dis- 
missal was not a rash move. 
Friends were also not made 
when Katz sidestepped obliga- 
tions such as fulfilling public 
records requests. PETA this year 
filed a complaint with the City 
Attorney to compel compliance. 

Katz's concerns regarding 
shortages of money and per- 
sonnel are well-taken, however. 
San Francisco requires plenty of 
both because of its commitment 
to keeping animals alive. 

Whether that will change 
remains to be seen. JE 
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In August 2008, the first 
Outside Lands music festival set up, 
plugged in, opened its gates. It was an 
experiment in sweet-talking the city 
government, cobbling together a big- 
name lineup, and wrangling tens of 
thousands of people into one fog- 
drenched corner of San Francisco. And 
Radiohead's headlining set — the first 
rock performance to happen in Golden 
Gate Park after 7 p.m. — would be the 
initial test. 

Half the festival-goers were stuck in 
line waiting to get their tickets. Once 
in, it was a rush — people were tearing 
down fences to get to the stage as oth- 
ers clustered on the hills around the 
festival. As Radiohead went on, the 
Lands End stage was swarmed. 

The sun went down over Golden 
Gate Park, the wind picked up, and 
the fog rolled in. And Radiohead put 
on a bombastic performance. The 
crowd of 60,000 was all in it together, 
a mass of people wrapped in mist, in- 
haling the heady scents of eucalyptus 
and pot. They were in one of the most 
beautiful places in one of the most 
beautiful cities in the world, and they 
were watching history happen. 

And then the sound went out. 
Twice. 

The lights stayed on. The band 
played on. But the generators had 
overloaded and shut down. 

After a few minutes off, the gener- 
ators revived and Radiohead complet- 
ed its 22-song set that, despite sound 
problems, was hailed as a triumph. 

So goes the story of Outside Lands: 
major triumphs punctuated with 
the kinds of challenges that would 
discourage most and spell failure for 
many. But six years in, Outside Lands 
has become an undeniable success. 
It’s outlasted its contemporaries — 
similar festivals that sprang up in 
2007 or 2008 but ultimately failed. It 
is a destination, a festival that half its 
attendees travel to. And, arguably, it’s 
gotten better every year. 

Going into its sixth year, Outside 
Lands has sold out four times; this 
year in just 24 hours. The first five 
years have drawn 845,000 people to 
Golden Gate Park. It’s successful in 
the strength and consistent diversity 
of its musical lineup. But music fes- 
tivals are rarely the best place to see 
and hear music — the crowds are too 
big, the sound too diffused, and the 
focus too scattered. 

So Outside Lands has grown to 
be about more than music. There’s 
an emphasis on food, wine, and beer, 
celebrations of local art, and vocal 
environmental initiatives. The festival 
works because it showcases and mir- 
rors San Francisco itself, a conscious 
decision made by its organizers that 
set Outside Lands apart from its 
competitors and ultimately fueled its 
SUCCeSS. 

The San Francisco strategy has 
proven to be a win, but Outside 
Lands’ triumph was far from guar- 
anteed. Sound outages and crowd 
control were just the begin- »>>p12

ning. This is a festival that has had to 
contend with lineup shakeups, a col- 
lapsing economy, and, perhaps most 
intimidatingly, the fickle tastes and 
frighteningly high standards of San 
Franciscans, whether they attended 
the festival or not. 


To understand how Outside Lands 
works, you have to look at the people 
putting it on. The festival is a team effort 
between Another Planet Entertainment, 
a Bay Area-based music promotion and 
booking company that sprang from the 
legacy of Bill Graham (festival founder 
Gregg Perloff was the president and CEO 
of Bill Graham Presents) in 2003, and 
Superfly Presents, mavens of large-scale 
music events and the creators of the 
Bonnaroo music festival. When they 
met in 2004, the idea of working on an 
event together quickly came up. 

The setting of their first hang was 
inspirational, and prescient, in itself 
— Another Planet was putting on a 
free Dave Matthews Band show in 
Golden Gate Park in the summer of 
2004, and got to talking about putting 
on a proper big festival in the location. 
Rick Farman, co-founder of Superfly, 
says that this team-up just made 
sense. Another Planet understood the 
Bay Area scene, while Superfly had 
found success in producing a large- 
scale music event in Bonnaroo. 

They agreed that it was time 
for a festival like this to happen in 
San Francisco. 

Bonnaroo’s success was just one 
piece in the changing music industry 
of the early- to mid-2000s. In addition 
to the sprawling Tennessee spectac- 
ular, Coachella was starting to hit its 
stride, and Lollapalooza had made a 
comeback in ’03 after a six-year hiatus. 

“The shift from these amphithe- 
ater-centric events to large-scale, 
outdoor festivals really only started 
happening about 15 years ago, and 
caught steam in the last 10,” Farman 
says. This is due in large part to the 
iPod-ification of the music world: 
Suddenly, people have access to enor- 
mous amounts of music that they 
could buy in one-off forms. “You're 
not listening to one type of artist 
anymore; you re listening to 50. That 
translates to the value proposition 
of a festival; you can see 50 bands at 
once, and get tastes of them all.” 

This format had seen longtime suc- 
cess in Europe, with historic fests like 
Glastonbury and Werchter. But the 
apparent success of U.S. festivals was 
inspiring promoters to try their hand 
at festival-creation nationwide. When 
Outside Lands debuted in 2008, four 
other festivals were kicking off, too: 
All Points West in New Jersey, Mile 
High Festival in Colorado, Pemberton 
Festival in British Columbia, and 
Rothbury Festival in Michigan. 

Outside Lands was different from 
the beginning — it was held in a city 
rather than in a field or lot away from 
an urban environment. And the fes- 
tival was about the city, rather than 


just in it — it would take cues from 
the environment of the park, and the 
tastes of the local population. 

But this also meant that Another 
Planet was navigating a festival-plan- 
ning landscape that included the 
Recreation and Park Department, 
the SFMTA, and various neighbor- 
hood associations. Considering San 
Francisco's notoriously difficult and 
bureaucratic city government, and an 
irritable population with a tendency 
to stage protests, this would not be an 
easy, or straightforward, course. 


Following the 2008 festival, the 
city’s Recreation and Park Commission 
put out the word to any and all inter- 
ested promoters to submit their qualifi- 
cations to hold a “Golden Gate Park 
Benefit Concert” in the summer of 
2009. Another Planet, then, would have 
to apply to hold its own festival, despite 
raising $800,000 for the city in the festi- 
val's first year. 

Not surprisingly, other parties 
were interested, including Live Nation, 
Anshutz Entertainment Group, and 
C3 Presents, all large-scale operations 
that put on events internationally. 

It was all, of course, a money game. 

Rich Hillis, the acting deputing di- 
rector for the Recreation and Park De- 
partment in 2008, said as much: “The 
commission wants to make sure it gets 
the maximum amount of revenue and 
selects the most qualified promoter.” 

What’s more, the permit would be 
for the next three years, essentially 
cornering this specific market for the 
immediate future. 

“It was disheartening that we 
came to the city with this proposal 
and had to go through this process,” 
says Allen Scott, Another Planet’s ex- 
ecutive vice president. 

Another Planet won out, and was 
given its festival back. But by the time 
it was given the go-ahead to put on 
Outside Lands again, it was already 
into 2009. A lineup had to be put 
together, and fast — particularly com- 
pared to the years of planning that 
had gone into 2008's lineup. 

The 2009 lineup was announced in 
April of that year. Its headliners had 
some crying ’90s-flashback: Pearl Jam, 
Dave Matthews Band, and the Beastie 
Boys. But Scott felt confident that the 
three would deliver, and was partic- 
ularly pleased with locking down the 
Beasties, a surefire crowd favorite. 

But an early morning phone call, 
just weeks before the festival, shook 
the festival outlook yet again. It was 
the Beastie Boys’ agent, calling with 
the worst kind of news — Adam 
Yauch was sick, and the band was 
going to have to cancel. Scott’s first 
thought was sadness and concern for 
Yauch, quickly followed by panic: They 
had just lost a headliner. What were 
they going to do? 

They scrambled. Two weeks before 
the performance date, Another Plan- 
et announced that comic-rock duo 
Tenacious D would take the Beastie 
Boys’ place. 
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It wasn’t a bad solution. But that 
Sunday night felt like it closed with 
more of a whimper than a bang. 

After two days of unusual 90-degree 
weather in Golden Gate Park, the fog 
came in with a vengeance. People were 
flowing out of the park as Tenacious 

D fought to keep energy up for those 
who remained. For some, it was the 
low point of the festival’s history. 

Radiohead had led to a sellout day 
for the festival's first year. 2009 saw 
much lower attendance overall, 80,000 
compared to 130,000. San Francisco's 
already-struggling economy was only 
getting worse. There would have to be 
some major changes in 2010 if Out- 
side Lands hoped to survive. 


There are only so many things that 
you can control when putting on an 
event of Outside Lands’ scale. 
Radiohead’s sound outage, sick 
headliners, and early friction with the 
city are the kinds of peculiar challenges 
that all promoters deal with to ensure a 
festival’s survival. 

When talking to Allen Scott and 
Bryan Duquette, Another Planet’s 
director of business development, 
about these challenges, their approach 
quickly becomes clear: to take it in 
stride and stay focused on the long- 
term plan. The pair is sitting in Anoth- 
er Planet’s Berkeley offices. Concert 
posters line the walls, highlighting 
shows at The Independent, the Greek 


Theater, the Fox, Bill Graham Civic 
Auditorium — APE’s Bay Area venues. 
If you look closely, you'll spot bands 
making the progression from smaller 
venues like The Independent to the 
larger Bill Graham, often with Outside 
Lands in between. 

Both Scott and Duquette love the 
music, but they’re quick to speak to 
the details that make Outside Lands 
run, from the waste management to 
Scott’s regular attendance at neighbor- 
hood association meetings. (Both orig- 
inally hail from Virginia but are fully 
integrated into San Francisco; Scott, 
40, moved to the Bay Area in 1997, 
and Duquette, 36, came in 2001.) 

“Another Planet did not go into 
putting on Outside Lands lightly,” 
notes Aidin Vaziri, longtime music 
critic at the San Francisco Chronicle. 
“They take it very seriously, and 
they’re very good at what they do.” 

What’s more, they’re constantly 
looking for ways to improve every ele- 
ment of the festival. 

A big part of this is dealing with 
the inevitable roadblocks, like a 
difficult city government, annoyed 
neighbors, and persistent fog. Not 
panicking is key. Another Planet set 
up a multilingual hotline to field 
neighborhood complaints — every- 
thing from a blocked driveway to stray 
trash. The merch booths sell blankets. 
And politics can be handled in a way 
that allows those in charge to put on 


a happy face, or at least stick to the 
party line. 

Take the issue with the Recreation 
and Park Department in 2008. It clear- 
ly still irks the Another Planet team 
that it ran the risk of losing its own 
festival. But when discussing the fes- 
tival’s relationship with the city now, 
it’s all love on both sides. Now, Rec 
and Park describes the festival as “a 
boon’ to the city. Scott and Duquette 
are quick to echo a “we're all in this 
together” vibe. 

But love doesn’t come cheap. This 
warm and fuzzy positivity isn’t just 
because everyone wants to get along: 
Another Planet gives a significant 
amount of money to Golden Gate 
Park. The first five years brought in 
$8.3 million for the park. 

That may be the reason for all of 
this mutual appreciation, but Another 
Planet and the Recreation and Park 
Department do have something else 
in common — they share a real ap- 
preciation for the park itself. Another 
Planet endows a gardener, and sets 
the festival up incrementally so that 
as much of the park can remain open 
to the public in the days leading up 
to the festival for as long as possible. 
And, the sign that this is a true San 
Francisco event, when the fencing 
goes up, they make sure to feed the 
feral cats that are affected, and bring 
in an arborist to protect the trees as 
best they can.

Beyond that, they showcase the 
park in the way the festival is set up. 
One of the best changes made to the 
festival's layout was the opening of 
McLaren Pass, a wooded grove that 
sits between the two ends of the fes- 
tival, in 2011. Festival foot traffic had 


initially been diverted around the area, 


which led to huge bottlenecks when 
getting from one stage to another. 
Opening the pass (named for the first 
steward of Golden Gate Park) allevi- 
ated this, and became a gorgeous new 
spot for cool things to happen, like 
Choco Lands, a carnivalesque grove 
featuring gourmet sweets, and a mem- 
orable surprise show from Jack White 
in 2012. White parked his Third Man 
Records van in the middle of the trees 
and played an up-close-and-personal 
short set to delighted fans. 

In addition to having the kind of 
magical, enchanted forest vibe that 
most other festivals would have to 
spend bank to create, it’s the kind of 
thing that locals can really appreciate 
— exploring new nooks and crannies 
of the park. And, it allowed the orga- 
nizers to increase the festival capacity 
from 60,000 to 65,000. 

Reaching a detente with the Rec- 
reation and Park Department helped 
ensure Outside Lands’ longevity — 
Another Planet recently secured a 
permit to continue the festival until 
2021. But, Another Planet and the 
parks department learned to play nice

just in time for the festival to face one 
of the biggest challenges of its short 
history — the recession that began in 
2008 and threatened the festival's sur- 
vival in 2009. The financial crisis and 
the festival industry would come to a 
head in 2010. 


It’s one of the first things that 
critics point to when speaking to the 
ups and downs of Outside Lands: the 
year the festival was two days instead of 
three. It was an aberration in a festival 
that, from the beginning, aspired to be 
as all-involved as overnight events like 
Bonnaroo and Coachella. 

But 2010 was a different kind of 
year for Outside Lands, and for San 
Francisco. The recession that had 
begun gathering steam in 2008 and 
2009 hit hard, and unemployment 
rates skyrocketed. The music industry 
felt the crunch, too — bands were 
touring less and ticket sales went 
down. Outside Lands’ festival con- 
temporaries began to fold, finding 
themselves unable to stack their line- 
ups and sell tickets. All Points West 
and Rothbury folded after two years 
of festivals in 2008 and 2009. Mile 
High Festival was cancelled after three 
years in 2010 due to the economy. 
Pemberton only survived 2008, its 
inaugural year. 

Another Planet reassessed, reduc- 
ing the festival to two days, lowering 
ticket prices, and doing the best >> p14 
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it could with what felt like a slow year 
on the music circuit. 

It didn’t look good. Two days 
felt like a step back, and having the 
Kings of Leon as a headliner felt like 
a downgrade from major players like 
Radiohead and Pearl Jam. 

Farman says that there just 
weren't enough appealing bands 
touring for them to properly fill three 
days. Making the Kings of Leona 
headliner led some to question if 
there were enough bands to properly 
fill two. Even if it had, the economic 
climate made it less likely that people 
would be willing to pony up the cost 
for a three-day pass. 

Overall attendance was down from 
the two previous years, but 2010 saw 
an uptick in daily attendance; 30,000 
versus around 27,000 in 2009. 
What’s more, Scott believes the final 
day of the 2010 festival harkened the 
bounce back that they would see in 
2011. Mixed feelings about the Kings 
of Leon aside, the day had some tri- 
umphs, too, from on-the-brink bands 
like Phoenix and Edward Sharpe and 
the Magnetic Zeros, to music legends 
Al Green and Vieux Farka Toure. But 
most significantly, Another Planet 
reformatted the festival by cutting 
the number of stages and focusing on 
improving crowd flow. 

Appearances aside, the gamble 
worked. Outside Lands made it 
through a slow year, and was able 
to focus on building the next year’s 
lineup, which would include a home 
run of a headliner: Arcade Fire, blow- 
ing up like mad following the August 
2010 release of its Grammy-winning 
opus, The Suburbs. In 2011, Outside 
Lands sold out for the first time. 


You see Outside Lands’ success in 
the recent spate of big-name, music 
legend headliners: Neil Young, Stevie 
Wonder, and last year’s coup, Paul Mc- 
Cartney. It speaks to how far the festi- 
val has come in its short history. But 
much of the appeal of Outside Lands 
lies in what goes on beyond the music 
— namely, the focus on food, wine, 
beer, art, and recently, cocktails. 
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“Festivals aren't the best places to 
see music,” Vaziri says. “So, you may 
as well use the music as an excuse to 
bring people together, and enhance it. 
I love that the food is great. I love that 
I can get Philz coffee! In a way, it has 
all the comforts of home.” 

Local food and wine have been a 
part of the Outside Lands makeup 
since the beginning, but organizers 
have given it more and more attention 
every year. In 2008, half of the food 
vendors were local. By the third year, 
99 percent of them were. Wine Lands 
showcases the best of California's vine- 
yards, and the introduction of Beer 
Lands in 2012 provided a welcome re- 
lief from the overpriced, flavorless fizz 
ubiquitous to festivals. This year, Mc- 
Laren Pass will be home to Gastromag- 
ic, a cocktail area featuring local bar 
stars like Trick Dog and The Alembic, 
complete with food pairings, DJ sets, 
and a magician. It’s almost laughable, 
until you realize that this is completely 
on point with today’s S.F. 

The approach has been so success- 
ful that other festivals are following 
suit, even aping the local focus. Lol- 
lapalooza introduced “Chow Town” in 
2010, curated by “Chicago celebrity 
chef” Graham Elliot. Coachella amped 
up its food offerings just this year, 
featuring top Los Angeles restaurants 
and a $250 four-course dinner held by 
Outstanding in the Field, an operation 
known for putting on lavish dinners in 
nontraditional locales (beaches, caves). 

The Outside Lands’ food lineup 
continues to strike a chord with at- 
tendees, as evidenced by the crowds 
packing into Wine Lands, and waiting 
in half-hour-plus lines for a fancy 
food truck pizza. In addition to being 
a draw for out-of-towners — expe- 
rience the best of San Francisco, all 
in one place! — these perks give San 
Franciscans something to get excited 
about, too. It’s an opportunity to try 
restaurants you ve heard about, but 
haven't made it to. Not to mention 
those restaurants that are hard to 
even score a table at outside of festival 
grounds, like Rich Table and AQ. 

The idea, Duquette says, is to give 
everyone “something to be a part of.”

A local musician named James 
Hetfield and his rock band Metallica 
made tremendous noise in 2012, 
yet neighbor complaints that year 
were surprisingly low. 


Beyond the food and drink, Outside 
Lands and Superfly have been work- 
ing to tap into the tech community 
with Outside Hack, now in its second 
year, and kick off environmental ini- 
tiatives. Those include a beach cleanup 
on the Saturday of the event, grease 
recycling, and efforts to donate left- 
over food from the vendors. 

“We're celebrating the whole cul- 
ture of San Francisco,” Duquette says. 

These combined efforts make the 
festival about more than just music, 
and, ideally, encourage attendees 
to come for more than just one day. 
Duquette notes that 90 percent of 
ticket holders this year have bought 
three-day passes, in part because 
Another Planet is now selling fewer 
single-day tickets than in the past. 
They want people to fully experience 
the festival, by trying the wine and 
the food and the beer; with a one-day 
pass, you're more likely to only focus 
on the music and feel the time crunch. 

Of course, selling more three-day 
passes is a financial boon for the 
festival, too. 

This all comes at a premium. Gone 
is the Woodstock-inspired image of 
dirty hippies sitting in mud, drop- 
ping acid and listening to a band. The 
$275 price tag for a pass is only the 
beginning; you don’t get wood-fired 
Neapolitan pizza or grass-fed cheese- 
burgers for cheap. For those who find 
the benefits worth it, you find yourself 
with the opportunity to sample a 
fine California wine alongside some 
freshly shucked oysters ... all set toa 
live soundtrack. But that means that 
plenty of people are automatically 
priced out. 


Looking at Outside Lands’ first 
five years, the attention to San Francis- 
co-centric detail quickly becomes evi- 
dent. There’s the food, wine, and beer, 
but there’s also a diversity in the musi- 
cal lineup that reflects the wide array of 
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tastes in the Bay Area. Metallica’s 2012 
heavy metal headlining set was one ex- 
ample; this year, Kanye West will close 
out Friday night’s lineup, the first hip- 
hop artist to do so (anda polarizing 
one, at that). There’s EDM, indie hip 
hop, and the classic “heritage acts” like 
Willie Nelson. 

“You know what blows me away?” 
Vaziri says. “Last year, there were just 
as many people at Pretty Lights as 
at Paul McCartney. There are just as 
many people watching this guy on a 
laptop as there are watching a Beatle 
play ‘Hey Jude!’ 

Take that 2012 Metallica perfor- 
mance. Across the festival, Sigur Ros 
was playing a set that, in style, ap- 
proach, and volume, could be consid- 
ered a polar opposite. But both stages 
were packed and, in a pretty epic only- 
at-Outside-Lands moment, Sigur Ros 
frontman Jonsi and Lars Ulrich ended 
up hanging out over glasses of wine 
following the show. 

Another Planet is in a unique po- 
sition to understand its audience — 
when it’s not running this festival, it’s 
booking bands at venues of all sizes, 
from The Independent to The Greek 
Theater. It sees what sells out, what’s 
catching on, and what’s poised to get 
big. And it makes a point to show- 
case local talent, from big headliners 
to beginning-of-the-day bands like 
The Brothers Comatose. According 
to Duquette, 15-20 percent of each 
year’s lineup hails from the Bay Area. 

Andy Cabic of San Francisco-based 
band Vetiver has had a number of 
friends play the festival, and played it 
with his band in 2011. 

“I can’t imagine a better place to 
play,” he says of the Golden Gate Park 
location. “And, for a festival of its 
scale, they treat you really well.” He 
also appreciated that the crew from 
Another Planet, many of whom he'd 
met before, came out to see his set. 

Thao Nguyen of Thao and the Get 
Down Stay Down played last year’s 
festival, and had a similarly positive 
experience. She mentions that the 
festival has the best catering of all 
of the festivals she’s played, and the 
easiest commute. 

“Many a San Francisco stamp is 
imprinted on the festival,” she says. 
“And the crowd was so kind, so warm 
and energetic.” 

The local love comes through in the 
basic setup of the festival, too — the 
stages are named after locations in 
the city, and the scrims surrounding 
the stages are done by hometown 
artists. This is in sharp contrast to 
other large-scale festivals; Lollapa- 
looza has an incredibly prevalent 
corporate presence, as seen in the 
sponsor-named stages and branded 
scrims. The festival itself is named for 
the historical name of San Francis- 
co's western neighborhoods, dating 
from the mid-1800s. Outside Lands 
won out over more generic potential 
names, including the Golden Gate 
Music & Arts Festival, On The Green, 
and The Big One. 
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Compare this with other big festi- 
vals. Bonnaroo and Coachella happen in 
a field and a desert, respectively; they 
are cities unto themselves. Lollapalooza 
happens in Chicago, but the festival isn’t 
really about Chicago and the organizers 
don't live there. 

Ultimately, San Francisco, the city, 
is one of the festival’s greatest mar- 
keting assets. And everything about 
it, from the location to the amenities 
to the price tag, is reflective of the 
city today. 

“San Francisco’s a really hot market 
now, and it’s one of the best places 
to be in the world, I think,” Duquette 
says. “Obviously, there’s going to be 
another bubble burst at some point ... 
but right now, the energy in San Fran- 
cisco is thriving.” 

But Outside Lands isn’t for every- 
one. It’s expensive; it’s tiring; it’s cold. 
And it’s a big festival, meaning big 
crowds, long lines, inconvenience. It 
could get even bigger — the festival's 
permit allows for 75,000 people per 
day, but Scott says they’re not looking 
to expand, yet. Doing so would require 
an overhaul of the festival, “to keep it 
comfortable” for those attending. 

The Another Planet team gets this, 
and is able to appeal to locals and 
out-of-towners alike, because they live 
here, too. And they understand that 
San Franciscans aren't above a little 
navel-gazing. 

But the question remains: Can 
this momentum continue through 
an eventual economic downturn? 
Perhaps. Outside Lands was able to 
ride out 2009 and 2010, and the or- 
ganizers seem confident that they can 
stay in tune with the city’s taste. But 
for now, the city, and the festival, will 
take things as they come. 


Everyone has his or her own idea 
of amemorable festival moment, and 
it’s easy to get misty-eyed when talking 
about Paul McCartney’s three-hour set 
of Beatles classics, or 2012’s Stevie Won- 
der sing-along. But when asked for their 
own top Outside Lands memories, 
Scott, Duquette, Farman, and Vaziri all 
go back to 2008, and Wilco’s Sunday af- 
ternoon performance. 

The sun had come out, and the 
park finally felt warm. After a rough 
start, Friday’s madness had given way 
to a scene that almost felt orderly; 
people were starting to know their 
way around the festival. 

The crowd felt the relief too. And 
as the lilting opening notes of “Cali- 
fornia Stars” drifted out, Jeff Tweedy 
was met with a rising cheer. Everyone 
sang along: 

“Td like to rest my heavy head to- 
night on a bed of California stars...” 

It wasn’t necessarily the defining 
moment of Outside Lands. But it was 
a moment when things seemed to fall 
into place. It was a time to enjoy the 
possibility of what this festival had 
the chance to become, in a city that 
knew how to appreciate it.

FEMME FATALE 


Anna Halldin Maule’s haute couture 
images would be remarkable if they 
were photographs. The fact that they 
are oil paintings puts them over the 
top. A behind-the-scenes video that 
captures the making of Halldin Maule’s 
work is set to Lily Allen’s sardonic “The 
Fear” — “T want loads of clothes and 
fuckloads of diamonds / I heard people 
die while they are trying to find them,” 
Allen croons — and the artist state- 
ment for tonight’s show claims, “The 
paintings are specifically about women 
and their conflicted relationship with 
appearance” and “our helpless shared 
obsession with artifice.” Halldin Maule 
employs an extended “bird in a gilded 
cage’ metaphor, with her subjects’ jaws 
secured by ribbons while facial masks 
set. What is missing is the threat of 
consequences. In the titular Persona, 
the face of the bare-breasted model is 
smothered by a fashion house scarf, her 
meticulously braided hair coiled around 
her neck like a baby Alien’s tail. Sex and 
death have long been a staple of fashion 
adverts, and her warning is tame in 
even this most provocative piece. The 
great irony of Halldin Maule’s work is 
that the critique of beauty standards is 
so subtle that these images could grace 
the pages of the slickest fashion mags. 
Aesthetically they are masterpieces. At- 
tempting to imbue them with meaning 
they lack only serves to distract from 
the artist’s talent. 
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Persona starts at 5:30 p.m. and 
continues through Aug. 30 at Scott 
Richards Contemporary Art, 251

LADY LIBERTY 


Long have we known and feared the 
creatures who lurk in the dark. Ghostly 
pale and ravenously hungry, they devour 
each morsel of goodness unfortunate 
enough to cross their paths. We speak 
not of the undead but of the film buff, 
the movie fan, or as Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts has seen fit to call them, Cin- 
emaniacs. The two-month-long series 
Invasion of the Cinemaniacs continues 
into September with eight more classic 
and classically disturbing films. Notable 
among them is Han Hyeong-mo’s 1956 
psychological romance of infidelity and 
sexual dynamics in South Korea, Ma- 
dame Freedom.

The greatest superheroes live among us in secret. They cover up histories 
with radioactive spiders, maintain mild mannered alter-egos, and dash into 
defunct phone booths to assume spandex and cape. Great literary heroes 
live among us in secret as well. They fictionalize childhood traumas, main- 
tain nom de plumes, and dash into bookstores to keep them from becoming 
defunct. Each year, Quiet Lightning honors nine Neighborhood Heroes, 
local writers who made major contributions to the San Francisco literary 
scene in the past year. The celebration demonstrates the superpower of 
turning thoughts and feelings into stories through live readings of the au- 
thors’ works.

ZOFO, a two-headed, four-armed, 20-fingered orchestra that performs on 
one piano, might exemplify the highest ambition and driving force behind 
the seventh “Bay Area Now’ triennial, which has stepped into new terri- 
tory by inviting over 15 organizations to act as curators for the festival. For 
visual art lovers, wrestling these viewpoints into one cohesive show might 
be like doing battle with the hundred-handed Hekatonkheires but, for per- 
formance arts lovers, this is bliss. Program 2, “In Search of Sound and Light” 
collects several of the Bay Area’s best into a single night: In addition to the 
enthralling piano work of Grammy-nominated ZOFO, you will be treated to 
sfSound, a contemporary music ensemble that creates mind bending 
sleights of sound which are almost impossible to capture on a recording; 
RAWdance, a trio whose movements are, tonight, inspired by the shifting 
realities of Rorschach tests and film noir; and Antique Naked Soul, a social- 
ly-conscious a cappella beatboxing soul band. Be sure to arrive early for pre- 
show comedy, dance, and jazz in the lobby.

fearsome huntress who scorns most males for their barbarism and vulgar- 
ity, while protecting the wilderness and women from defilement by force or 
guile. Unfortunately, men are not usually Artemis’ problem. In Pleiades — 
Marissa Skudlarek’s clever reinterpretation of the story of seven sisters who 
serve as companions to Artemis — Zeus is portrayed by a charismatic Viet- 
nam vet, while the goddess is represented by a fiery cousin, aptly named for 
her Roman counterpart, Diane. Set in 1971, Pleiades transforms the seven 
nymphs into baby boomers, straddling a stodgy world of stereotypes (arche- 
types) and a promised world of sisterhood and freedom, which may also fall 
prey to rigidity. We don’t know the outcome of Skudlarek’s Pleiades (in 
myth, Zeus impregnates three of the sisters — Poseidon and Ares get to the 
rest — and they are all transformed into stars for protection or exaltation, 
depending on who you read). What we do know is Skudlarek is a real talent, 
and all myths strive toward elucidation.

Early Release

San Quentin State Prison 
has a reputation for being a prison of 
last resort, a place where death-row in- 
mates like Scott Peterson (who mur- 
dered his pregnant wife and unborn 
child) and Richard Allen Davis (who 
kidnapped and killed Polly Klaas) go to 
await their ultimate judgment. But San 
Quentin is essentially three prisons, 
with one area for death-row inmates 
and separate areas for long-term pris- 
oners deemed less dangerous, classified 
as “Level I” and “Level II.” Through the 
San Quentin Prison Arts Project, these 
lower-risk inmates have access to high- 
end art classes that give them the free- 
dom to work with paints, inks, and 
other artist tools. And these artful pris- 
oners, along with alumni of the project, 
are showing their work at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts as part of the cen- 
ter’s “Bay Area Now 7” exhibit. 

The exhibit proves that, given 
a chance to be artists, inmates 
can produce work that’s as gilded, 
inspired, funny, complicated, and 
nuanced as anything done by artists 
in the outside world. Consider Scott 
McKinstry, who's serving a life sen- 
tence for second-degree murder and 
is the lead painter of a nighttime 
cityscape at YBCA. The untitled art, 
made of acrylic on plywood, com- 
prises five panels and takes up most 
of an entire wall, where it exudes the 
kind of moody coolness you find in 
Edward Hopper’s Nighthawk or 
Rembrandt’s The Night Watch. Light 
and dark dance together in each 
memorable panel. 

In San Quentin, where he’s been 
incarcerated since 1996, the 44-year- 
old McKinstry has an inmate number 
that defines his existence. At YBCA, 
McKinstry’s biographical information 
— like that of all the San Quentin art- 
ists there — is completely minimized: 








Just McKinstry’s name is printed 
on the wall text, leaving art-goers to 
judge the art, not the artist. 

Another standout work at YBCA 
is Ronnie Goodman’s Man at Work, a 
linocut that shows a homeless man on 
Market Street shouldering two giant 
recycling bags — one with cans, one 
with bottles. Giant swirls of whiteness 
erupt behind the man, like a biblical 
tornado that’s pushing him ever closer 
to his destination. The striking pat- 
terns in Man at Work, and its mythical 
feel, are reminiscent of Picasso’s most 
evocative linocuts, though Man at 
Work also hints at Goodman’s person- 
al life: He is himself homeless. 

After being incarcerated for eight 
years on a burglary conviction, Good- 
man left San Quentin in 2010. At 
age 54, he works all day in a Haight 
Street art studio and sleeps at night 
under a stretch of Highway 101 that’s 
close to the Mission District. That 
he’s able to do art at such a high level 
(David Kiehl, curator of prints at New 
York’s Whitney Museum, has Good- 
man’s work “on his radar,” museum 
spokeswoman Amanda Angel says) 
is testament to Goodman’s longtime 
artistic abilities. Raised in San Fran- 
cisco, Goodman first began drawing at

age 8. In the 10th grade, he dropped 
out of high school, and decades later 
found himself at Folsom State Prison 
and then San Quentin, where the art 
programs helped him recommit to 
something he deeply cared about. 

“I started learning about being a 
real artist,” Goodman says. “Prison 
slowed life down enough for me to 
focus not just on art but myself — as 
an artist, as a human being. It slowed 
life down into this small fish bowl of 
life, and not being distracted by a lot 
of other things.” 

“Bay Area Now’ is a triennial 
YBCA event that surveys the work of 
important Bay Area artists, and this 
year’s version upended its usual cura- 
tion practices. Instead of handpicking 
individual artists, YBCA chose a group 
of noncommercial organizations to 
curate projects that fit into YBCA’s 
Mission Street galleries. Besides the 
San Quentin Prison Arts Project, 


Scott McKinstry’s night scene 
takes up most of a wall at YBCA. 
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YBCA selected 14 others, including 
Adobe Books Backroom Gallery; 
Creativity Explored, which works 
with artists who have developmental 
challenges; and the Chinese Cultural 
Foundation of San Francisco. 

For this year’s edition of “Bay Area 
Now, it helps to walk through YBCA’s 
doors with an open mind. It helps, in 
other words, to be like Carol Newborg, 
an established visual artist who's 
been the program manager of the San 
Quentin Prison Arts Project for two- 
and-a-half years. Newborg and the 
other instructors don’t know details 
of the inmates’ criminal records when 
they teach classes at San Quentin. They 
prefer it that way. Newborg say she’s 
proud of the program’s artists, who’ve 
exhibited at many other venues but — 
for the first time — are exhibiting at a 
major art institution. ‘Ihe YBCA expe- 
rience is both thrilling and bittersweet 
— bittersweet because some of the 
artists wish they had focused on art 
in the years before committing crimes 
that landed them in prison. Perhaps 
art could have kept them out of prison. 

“Most of these guys grew up in 
poverty, so there wasn’t a lot of access 
to arts education and art opportuni- 
ties,” says Newborg, who has worked 
with prisoners on art for 30 years. 
“And art really does have the power to 
reach people and help them heal, and 
help them discover things of value 
that they can share with others that 
they didn’t know they had. The studio 
[at San Quentin] offers this wonderful 
sanctuary for them. Having work on 
the outside is great, and it’s part of 
giving back. It’s also about seeing the 
inmates more dimensionally — as 
people who can change and do good 
things, too.” 

Located in Marin County, just 
a short ride from the Golden Gate 
Bridge, San Quentin has its own mu- 
rals created by inmates. But only peo- 
ple who get inside San Quentin’s walls 
see that work firsthand. “Bay Area 
Now 7” offers a rare chance to look at 
the inner lives of San Quentin’s pris- 
oners. Their interior thoughts often 
emerge on canvases and wood blocks 
and other artistic surfaces. At YBCA, 
you see their dreams on display, along 
with their feelings about a world that 
can be cruel and absurd — and also, at 
times, rewarding. 


Stephen Wirtz Gallery, a mainstay 
in downtown San Francisco for 35 
years, is closing its doors this month, 
though not before hosting a going-away 
gathering at its 49 Geary St. space on 
Thursday, Aug. 7, 6-8 p.m.

Why dedicate seven years of 
your life — and your audience’s atten- 
tion — toa single playwright? 

“Because I love the plays. It’s that 
simple,” Multi Ethnic Theater artis- 
tic director Joseph Campbell says. 
“And because, although I'd love to 
direct all of Shakespeare’s plays, it 
seemed more reasonable to attempt 
Wilson’s 10.” 

Campbell is talking, of course, 
about the works of Pulitzer 
Prize-winning playwright August 
Wilson. He has already directed 
three of Wilson's 10-play “Pittsburgh 
Cycle:” Fences, Joe Turner’s Come and 
Gone, and Gem of the Ocean; this 
summer, Campbell’s Multi Ethnic 
Theater joins forces with Custom 
Made Theatre for “August in August,” 
presenting one work by Wilson annu- 
ally through 2020. 

Campbell is at work on a fourth 
production from the “Pittsburgh 
Cycle,” Jitney. Like Wilson’s plays, 
Campbell’s motivations for complet- 
ing the entire series are multifaceted. 
Campbell feels drawn instinctively 
to Wilson’s work, but a shared fas- 
cination with history and issues of 
race, family, community, and politics 
deeply binds Campbell to Wilson. 

The playwright’s poetic language and 
story constructions, which capture 
the milieu of a time and universalize 
its themes, inspire Campbell to draw 
a bold comparison: “I consider Wilson 
to be the Shakespeare of our time.” 

In 1993, Campbell retired early 
from his theater educator position at 
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the San Francisco School of the Arts 
to become MET’s artistic director. He 
established himself as a believer in 
“broadening the artistic palette” with 
a “color creative approach to casting,” 
moving beyond stereotypical casting 
to imagine roles typically played by 
white males instead played by people 
of color or women. After presenting 
its first production at the Gough 
Street Playhouse, MET moved to the 
Potrero Hill Neighborhood House 
until 1996, but eventually returned to 
its original location and melded with 
Theater Residencies Incorporated to 
form the nonprofit TRI/MET. Over 
the years, Campbell has directed and 
designed plays by Lorraine Hansberry, 
Anton Chekhov, Thornton Wilder, 
Ossie Davis, and others. 

Wilson’s work aligns itself with his 
preferred mode and methodology as a 
director. “I’m strong on not getting in 
the way of natural instincts. Acting is 
not something that you make happen, 
it’s something you allow to happen,” 
Campbell says. 

Jitney, the ensemble play next in 
his Wilson lineup, revolves around 
a 1970s unofficial cab company 
threatened by gentrification. Set in 
Pittsburgh’s Hill District, a largely 
African-American neighborhood, the 
plot follows four jitney drivers — “ev- 
eryday Joes” — who give rides where 
city cab drivers refuse to go, and their 
associates: a tough-minded boss, 

a hot-headed Vietnam vet, a tailor 
who’s turned to alcohol, and others. 

Campbell says the play is threaded 
with stories of struggle and survival: 
It’s a portrayal of things torn down 
and of hope for resurrection. He 
and the actors anticipate audiences 
will draw comparisons between the 
narrative and present-day San Fran- 
cisco. “We recognize that the idea of 
gentrification is in the news today,” 
Campbell notes. “But the San Francis- 
co car companies that are springing 
up shouldn't be compared to the 
public service-style company that’s in 
Jitney. The ones in San Francisco are

more like a competing entrepreneur 
sort of thing.” 

For Campbell, the issue of trans- 
portation in the play isn’t about 
commerce. Instead, the play em- 
phasizes elements of humanity that 
he says are universal and therefore 
transcend time, place, and, most im- 
portantly, race. 

“The play is more interested in 
relationships within the racial com- 
munity than relationships between 
races. The message delivered [by one 
of the main characters] is, ‘Don’t get 
hung up on blaming the white man 
for your ills. The white man doesn’t 
even care about you: You just have 
to do your thing.’ This doesn’t mean 
the message is confined to the Afri- 
can-American community. The prob- 
lems these folks face are exacerbated 
by being African-American, but 
dwelling on that is not going to get 
you anywhere.” 

Never one to hesitate when a 
teaching opportunity presents itself, 
Campbell is dedicated to expanding 
actors’ and audiences’ concept of 
social diversity. He’s pleased to dis- 
cover his cast members, who he de- 
scribes as “intelligent and talented,” 
are mostly working-class people when 
they are not on stage. “There’s a bus 
driver, construction worker, retired 
fireman — they bring that to the 
stage,” he says proudly. 

Wilson’s career was tragically cut 
short in 2005, when he died of liver 
cancer at the age of 60. Although he 
didn’t have the opportunity to add as 
many works to his canon as Shake- 
speare, Campbell and MET will keep 
Wilson’s work alive and kicking for 
the next several years with “August 
in August.”

Heli 

Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
Beginning with distributor No- 
dream-Mantarraya's logo of a man sit- 
ting in the waves of the ocean and 
screaming at an unseen terror, Amat 
Escalnate’s Heli is a sustained, often 
brutal nightmare. Heli (Armando Es- 
pita) is a young auto worker in rural 
Mexico who lives with his wife, father, 
and 12-year-old sister Estrela (Andrea 
Vergara). Estrela is in an unbalanced 
relationship with 17-year-old Beto 
(Juan Eduardo Palacios), who endures 
harshly dehumanizing police training 
at a School of the Americas-style 
camp. When Beto steals drugs from a 
bust and hides them at Estrela’s house, 
all hell breaks loose as men with guns 
and armor come after Heli’s family, in- 
cluding a truly disturbing torture 
scene. (None too subtly, it occurs in 
front of a TV displaying a violent video 
game.) Heli is a grim, harsh movie 
about a grim, harsh world in which the 
drug wars allow unchecked machismo 
to commit all manner of atrocities, 
and in which the innocents who sur- 
vive those atrocities find they have no 
choice but to get on with their lives. 
But it’s also a darkly beautiful film, as 
Escalante takes care with the composi- 
tion of each shot, and the wind on the 
plains sounds like it might have come 
from the depths of hell — if it weren’t 
already there to begin with. Sherilyn

Alive Inside 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
It seems like a universal truth: Every- 
body loves music, and we all have cer- 
tain songs that take us back to happier 
times. But as shown in Michael Rossa- 
to-Bennett’s joyously tear-jerking doc- 
umentary Alive Inside, it was 
borderline revolutionary when social 
worker Dan Cohen discovered that 
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playing Alzheimer’s patients beloved 
songs of their youth could bring their 
memories and personalities to the sur- 
face in a way that no drug ever has. It’s 
a cost-effective solution that is largely 
disregarded by the health care-indus- 
trial complex, a deeply dysfunctional 
system in which a $1,000 prescription 
is considered more cost-effective than 
a $40 iPod that brings the patient out 
of his or her shell. Alive Inside demon- 
strates that for all the cultural 
hand-wringing about headphones cut- 
ting people off from each other, the 
stimulation can also keep us from fall- 
ing too deep inside ourselves. Another 
important lesson of Alive Inside is to 
keep your personal music device 
loaded with what makes you happy — 
Cab Calloway, the Beatles, Hatsune 
Miku, whatever your jams may be — 
and don’t ever let them take it away 
from you. (And stay to the end of the 
credits for more of viral sensation 
Henry’s wonderful scatting.) SC

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ury properties get some good publicity 
here, even though the movie's protag- 
onist (Margherita Buy) is a hotel critic. 
As a “surprise guest,’ she shows up to 
nitpick the particulars of poshness, 
toting a scoresheet which includes 
such queries as: “Did the hotel person- 
nel attend to your needs, without be- 
ing overbearing but indulging your 
every wish?” And for the most part, 
the answer is yes. Every property she 
visits is fancy and lovely, a tastefully 
tension-free zone. The problem is that 
movies generally need tension. Some 
conflicts do eventually percolate with 
her ex (Stefano Accorsi), and with her 
sister (Fabrizia Sacchi), but the main 
idea is our protagonist’s loneliness and 
rueful awareness of having one of 
those jobs that no one wants to hear 
you complain about. She’s good at it, 
she says, “because I don’t have a life.” 
Later, a spunky feminist intellectual 
(Lesley Manville) befriends her for just 
long enough to remind her that “lux- 
ury is a form of deceit.” Filmmaker 
Maria Sole Tognazzi glides through 
these proceedings with sensitivity and 
an eye for elegance. But her film seems 
ultimately more rewarding to its bene- 
factors than to viewers, even those se- 
lect few whom it inspires to book 
rooms at Leading Hotels of the World.

OPENING 


Calvary For great movie openings of this or any year, 
Calvary is a hard one to beat. It's so simple: Some- 
where in Ireland, a priest hears confession from a 
man who plans to kill him. The reason is revenge 
for sexual abuse. But this priest isn’t the abuser, 
who's already dead. This priest is a decent man. 
“I'm going to kill you,” says his unseen parishioner, 
“because you've done nothing wrong.” The casting 
is the coup de grace: Brendan Gleeson, that great 
soulful hulk, plays the priest. Granted a week to put 
his affairs in order, he makes his usual parish rounds 
— a parade of eccentrics, suspects all — and also a 
personal study of comic and cosmic disillusionment. 
Gleeson seems like part of the rugged seacoast 
landscape, and to writer-director John Michael 
McDonagh he must also seem like a gift from God. 
The variously affecting subordinate cast includes 
a somehow desolately radiant Kelly Reilly as the 
priest's daughter, and such innately funny actors as 
Chris O'Dowd and Dylan Moran playing prominently 
against type, but it’s Gleeson who turns McDonagh's 
self-conscious erudition and defense-mechanism 
irreverence into something transcendent. You'd 
think fatalistic black comedy and a real quandary 
of faith wouldn't be able to coexist. But they do, 
right from the first commanding moments, in the 
look on Gleeson’s face. (JK) 


ONGOING 


*A Most Wanted Man Without the goneness of 
Philip Seymour Hoffman hanging over it, what 
would A Most Wanted Man be worth? Hoffman as 
a gruff German spy at the center of a canny John 
Le Carré thriller is a concept so inherently good 
that we may count ourselves lucky to have seen 
it realized before the actor died. But the same 
movie less successfully posits Rachel McAdams as 
a human rights lawyer, Willem Dafoe as a morally 
conflicted banker, and Robin Wright as a hawkish CIA 
agent with whom Hoffman's righteous old-school 
intelligence man, a human ash cloud of jaundiced 
wisdom and sly one-liners, tries to negotiate. Here, 
it may be an inside joke that Wright's hair has been 
done inthe color and shape of Hitler's. As adapted 
by Andrew Bovell and directed by Anton Corbijn, 
A Most Wanted Man is an effective illustration of 
the Le Carré mystique, but for all the nuance of its 
plot — about a Chechen asylum seeker, the heir 
to a heap of dirty money, turning up in an Islamic 
enclave of war-on-terror hotspot Hamburg — the 
movie seems for Corbijn less an ecstasy than merely 
an exercise. What suspense there is comes mostly 
from the clarifying thrill of hanging on Hoffman's 
every word. We're left to mourn and to wonder: 
Had he not succumbed, what other movie accents 
might this born performer have had such a great 
time with? (JK) 


*Boyhood In Richard Linklater’s marvelous new film, 


a Texas schoolboy, played by Ellar Coltrane, grows 
up right before our eyes. He’s 18 when the movie 
ends, and it transparently took a dozen years to 
make. Where does the time go? Maybe only Linklater 
could do a radical narrative experiment that's 
also just another low-key slice of life. Obviously, 
Boyhood required rigorous control, but never does 
it give off a sense of the filmmaker clutching it too 
tightly. The boy's sister is played by the director's 
daughter Lorelei, and their parents are played by 
Patricia Arquette and Ethan Hawke, whose complete 
on-boardness with Linklater’s project manifests in 
some of the best work they've ever done. It could 
easily have been too tightly packed, with all those 
years too brusquely clipped and crammed into 
just a few hours, but the real coup is that it’s filled 
with open space. Linklater always has understood 
the poetic possibility of cinematic ellipses. So 
Boyhood has a lifelike metabolism. You blink and 
suddenly someone's gone, long gone. There are 
periods when aging is less apparent, at least on 
the older characters, but what does stand out is 
how their personal circumstances change. Some 
patches seem more polished than others, but that 
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unevenness only fortifies the movie's credibility. 
The long-game drama always defaults to something 
profoundly ordinary. It’s beautiful, and what cinema 
was made for. (JK) 


Guardians of the Galaxy You'll be hearing from now 


on that the best movie of the summer is a sci-fi 
adventure romp whose ensemble includes a feisty 
raccoon with the voice of Bradley Cooper and Vin 
Diesel as a piece of wood. That casting isn’t bad, 
actually, as CGI enhancement does both of those 
actors a favor. But whatever the baseline of your 
expectations, it’s hard not to see Guardians of 
the Galaxy as a best-case-scenario result of 
comic-book cinema having spread itself too thin. 
This is of course a ragtag-posse picture, so other 
almost-personalities also are on hand: Former WWE 
wrester Dave Bautista, as an honorable dolt, just 
seems happy to be here, while Zoe Saldana, painted 
green, seems too tender-hearted and waifish for 
the tough demeanor and action-chick athleticism 
that's been assigned to her. Default team leader 
Chris Pratt plays an amiable rascal-doofus who was 
abducted by space pirates on the day his mom died, 
then forced into the servitude of a Raiders of the 
Lost Ark homage shortly thereafter. Abetted by a 
Walkman full of '70s pop, his leadership consists 
mostly of setting the movie's tone, an athletic 
half-boogie, half-shrug. These larkiest of Marvel 
superheroes power through their blah-blah plot, 
striking earnest poses and cute subversions thereof, 
but even the irreverence feels canned, and a high 
incidence of hackneyed setups being paid off is 
not the same thing as narrative satisfaction. It's 


fine, and sometimes fun, but hardly a marvel. (JK) 


Happy Christmas Joe Swanberg's Happy Christmas 


has the same modern, semi-improvised indie feel 
and subtext about the perils of alcohol as last 
year's Drinking Buddies — and possibly others of 
the several feature films the startlingly prolific 
Swanberg has already made this decade — but it's 
also an improvement in that it's not as burdened 
by the needs of a plot as Drinking Buddies. That 
sounds like a criticism, but it really isn’t, because 
Happy Christmas is at its heart a hang-out movie, 
and Swanberg gives it room to breathe. Not that 
there isn’t a story: Boozy party girl Jenny (Anna 
Kendrick, effectively cast against type) comes to 
stay with her brother Jeff (Swanberg), his wife 
Kelly (Melanie Lynskey), and their infant son 
Jude (Jude Swanberg, direct relation). Some mild 
havoc is wreaked, unexpected relationships are 
formed, lots of grass is smoked, and nothing of 
great consequence happens, but it doesn’t need 
to. Thematically, Happy Christmas is one of the 
rare films, let alone films directed by a man, to 
support a woman prioritizing her work life over her 
family life. The Scott Pilgrim vs. the World faithful 
will also get to see the actors who played Scott's 
younger sister (Kendrick) and his bandmate (Mark 
Webber) hooking up, and that alone is a terrific 
Christmas-in-August present. (SC) 


A Most Wanted Man 
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The Kill Team If it's true that ain't no man righteous, 


no not one, then it must be all the more difficult to 
be moral in the ethical quagmire of a pointless war, 
and Daniel Kraus’ absorbing documentary The Kill 
Team demonstrates how badly trying to do the right 
thing can backfire. Adam Winfield was bright-eyed 
and bushy-tailed when he joined the Army in 2009, 
intending to fight the good fight in Afghanistan. 
Upon arriving, he discovered that not only was 
there not nearly as much adrenaline-pumpin’ 
action as he'd been lead to believe — a fellow 
soldier descrbes hearing “Danger Zone” from Top 
Gunin his head during his first firefight — but that 
one of the ways the men in his unit dealt with the 
boredom while proving their testosterone levels 
was by killing unarmed Afghan civilians, then 
planting weapons on their bodies to make them 
look like terrorists. The Kill Team follows not only 
how Winfield’s whistle-blowing on these atrocities 
(aided by the steadfast, heartbreaking support 
of his parents) resulted in one of the largest war 
crimes investigations in memory, but also how the 
Army hung Winfield out to dry. And along with the 
recent Afghanistan combat documentary Korengal, 
The Kill Team makes the flag-waving jingoism of 
Lone Survivor seem even more pandering. (SC) 


Magic in the Moonlight is Woody Allen's film product 


for 2014. Stanley (Colin Firth) is an arrogant British 
stage magician in 1928 who, much like the recently 
deceased (but never mentioned) Harry Houdini, 
moonlights in exposing fake spiritualists. His 
fellow conjuror Howard (Simon McBurney) invites 
Stanley to spend an indefinite amount of time in 
the opulent French home of the Catledge family in 
order to debunk spunky young American clairvoyant 
Sophie (Emma Stone), whom Howard says is bilking 
the Catledges out of their fortune with claims that 
she can contact the matriarch’s late husband. Magic 
in the Moonlight's tone is much lighter than last 
year’s emotionally harrowing Blue Jasmine — if 
anything, it has hints of 1982's A Midsummer Night's 
Sex Comedy — and it also helps that the actors 
seem much more comfortable in their roles. Maybe 
it's because the Brits have more theater training 
and thus more experience with cold reading, but 
there's less of the flailing and awkward groping for 
under-rehearsed dialogue so prevalent in Allen's 
post-'90s work. (There's even some editing during 
one-on-one conversations!) And while there's the 
extreme age difference between Firth and Stone 
that we tend to associate, uncomfortably, with Allen, 
Magic in the Moonlight's setting at least makes his 
standard needle-drop soundtrack culled from his 
record collection more appropriate than usual. (SC)

Tourist Trapped

“So, where are you folks 
from?” the Hawaiian-shirted skipper 
asks when he unlocks the gate to the 
dock on Pier 39 that leads to your din- 
ner destination. You fight your resent- 
ment at being mistaken for a tourist 
as you board a small ferry already oc- 
cupied by several out-of-towners. Af- 
ter all, why else would you descend 
into the beating heart of Fisherman’s 
Wharf for dinner on a Thursday 
night? Soon the ferry backs away from 
the dock and begins its five-minute 
jaunt across the marina to the kitschy 
floating restaurant Forbes Island. 

When you step off the ferry, you 
realize that “island” is a bit of a mis- 
nomer — the structure that houses 
the restaurant and its grounds is 
more a large boat, lashed to nearby 
Pier 41 like a barnacle. But seman- 
tics don't really matter. Short as 
it was, the ferry ride has done its 
work. You feel separated from the 
city, even if it’s by just a few feet. 

To get back to your regular life now 
youd have to swim. 

Forbes Island was built by the 
ferry’s offbeat skipper, Forbes Thor 
Kiddoo. It started life in the early 
°80s as a Marin houseboat, then 
became a floating hotel, and, finally, 
a restaurant. Kiddoo gives you and 
your fellow passengers a brief tour 
of the main attractions (a Tiki bar 
waterfall, a 40-foot lighthouse, a 
sadly decrepit goldfish pond, a ship’s 
wheel from a boat that went around 
Cape Horn 17 times), then heads 
back to the ferry after dropping you 
off in the hull’s main dining room. 

You can ask to be seated now and 
start eating. But it’s better to get a 
drink at the small bar — something 
simple, a gin and tonic or a glass 
of wine; this is not the place to get 
ambitious — and take it to deck 
chairs under swaying palm trees, or 
even up the winding staircase to the 
top of the lighthouse. Watch dusk 
come over the city: the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Coit Tower, the Transameri- 
ca Building, the soft white buildings 
of North Beach and Russian Hill. 
Admire this beautiful corner of the 
world you're lucky enough to live 
in. Post an Instagram. Stay until the 
wind picks up or you can no longer 
stand the barks and huffs of the sea 
lions across the marina. 

Then head back down the steep, 
wood-walled staircase, under the 
waterfall that cascaded into a hot 
tub in the days when the Island was

it now. The main dining room, 
taking up most of the boat’s belly, 
isn’t as tacky as you expected, but 
that’s not saying much.

of an overdressed 
Caesar salad, and 
regret it. In gener- 
al, the restaurant 
doesn’t seem to 
have changed its 
playbook since it 
opened in 1999. Dishes are gar- 
nished with two chives, crossed just 
so, or sauce curlicues from squeeze 
bottles. There is a chocolate martini 
on the dessert menu, and ordering 
one is as bad an idea as it was a 


decade ago. The usual Bay Area cu- 
linary mandates — local, seasonal, 
organic, sustainable — don’t seem 
to have made the journey from 
shore. Your braised short rib entree 
comes with a mound of roasted 
butternut squash. Squash in July? 
you sneer, and are a little amazed 
by your own snobbery. 

After your meal — and a neces- 
sary detour to gawk at the glorious- 
ly extravagant former stateroom 
attached to the women’s bathroom 
— you head back up to the surface. 
The rocking of the boat and the 
claustrophobia of the dining room 
have not entirely agreed with you, 
and it’s nice to be out in the eve- 
ning air. You go back up the light- 
house and watch the Bay Lights 
dance on the bridge and the lonely 
beacon blink from Alcatraz. It is an 
excellent place for canoodling. 

On the ferry ride back you get to 
talking with your fellow passengers, 
visitors from the Midwest who say 
they thoroughly enjoyed their expe- 
rience on the Island. One ordered 
the lamb lollipops with edamame 
succotash. He is considered the 
adventurer in his group. Earlier, 
during dinner, you had lamented 
the better experience obtainable 
elsewhere for the money you spent 
tonight — the meal you could have 
had at a place like Bar Tartine, Co- 
togna, Namu Gaji, State Bird Provi- 
sions! — but now you realize that 
many who come to San Francisco 
aren't looking for that kind of culi- 
nary challenge. Not everyone wants 
their dinner to be a dare; some just 
want a journey, however short. 

The ferry docks and you head 
toward the Embarcadero and a taxi 
as the rest of the passengers amble 
down the pier to take one more look 
at the sea lions. You try to picture 
the city they’re seeing, the mental 
images they'll take back with them 
to the Midwest or Northern Europe 
or wherever they call home. It 
makes you sad that this mediocre 
dinner could be one of their main 
food memories, but then, Forbes 
Island is more about experiencing 
S.F. eccentricity than farm-to-table 
cuisine — even if it’s the sanitized 
face of local weirdness that the city 
puts on for outsiders. The “real” San 
Francisco, or at least the one that 
seems most real to you, is probably 
not what most visitors to the city 
are looking for anyway.

What to 
Expect at 
Beer Lands 


By Brad Japne 


Dave McLean is a busy man 
these days. The owner and head brewer 
at Magnolia Gastropub and Brewery in 
the Haight launched a second produc- 
tion facility in the Dogpatch earlier this 
spring. His new location also houses 
Smokestack — a full-on barbecue 
restaurant with a menu designed to 
match his beers. He's also the founding 
member of the thriving San Francisco 
Brewers Guild. 

And if that seems like a lot of re- 
sponsibilities to juggle, consider his 
summer task: organizing and curat- 
ing Beer Lands, a comprehensive col- 
lection of craft beer pouring at the 
seventh annual Outside Lands Music 
and Arts Festival this August. 

“For me, curating the Beer Lands 
list starts with the overall identity that 
Outside Lands has cultivated over the 
years, especially around its food and 
beverage options,” says McLean. “The 
whole festival is special in my opinion 
because of the way it expresses such a 
strong sense of place. You never forget 
that you are smack in the middle of 
one of the great urban parks of the 
world and that you are in San Francis- 
co. The feeling is amplified by the pres- 
ence of so many great San Francisco 
restaurants that bring their experienc- 
es out to the park for the weekend.” 

That sense of place informs the tap 
list, relying heavily on locally sourced 
beers. And although many of the Bay 
Area favorites featured at OSL are 
potential competitors of Magnolia, 
it’s clear that McLean doesn’t regard 
them in that vein. For him, and to 
most craft brewers, they are all part of 
one big, hoppy family. It’s a refreshing 
industry model to behold. 

“What has worked for me so far 
is to start as close to the festival as 
possible and make sure there is good 
San Francisco brewery presence 
there to match the S.F. restaurant/ 
food presence,” he says. But Mc-

“I just work 
outward from [the city], adding in 
a lot of nearby Bay Area breweries 
and rounding out the list with some 
farther flung NorCal breweries and 
a few from SoCal and the Central 
Coast, just to keep it interesting.” 
And although McLean is willing to 
look beyond the bounties of the Bay 
Area, he does set up firm geographic 
boundaries. “I’ve stuck with an all-Cal- 
ifornia list, which feels like a good way 
to go about it for this unique festival,” 
he says. This narrowed focus allows 
him to concentrate on the dynamics 
distinguishing our state’s varied field 
of craft beer. “I try to be mindful 
about a mix of new and classic brew- 
eries, small and large, and, of course, 
assembling an overall menu that has 
a diverse range of beer styles so that

people can get a taste of the breadth 
and depth of the California craft beer 
culture,” he says. 

With such an embarrassment of 
riches, McLean’s greatest challenge is 
not what to include at Beer Lands, but 
what to leave out: “The hardest part 
is that there are just so many great 
breweries in California and so few 
spaces to fill.”

At a bus stop on the way to 
Hayes Valley, I saw a street kid walk up 
to the bus driver and say, “You've got 
to watch how you work that back door. 
It brained me.” 

“Sir,” the bus driver said, “the 
back door is all automated. I don’t 
control anything.” 

The kid told the driver to be 
more careful anyway, at which point 
the driver pulled out the ultimate 
weapon: “Do you have a proof of 
payment, sir? Clipper card, payment 
slip, anything?” 

“Sure,” the kid said, “in my bag,” 
and returned to the rear of the bus, 
opened the automated back door, 
and ran out. 

What an amazingly 
self-destructive move 
that was, I thought to 
myself. Why would 
somebody who had 
snuck on a bus ini- 
tiate an argument 
with the driver? 

How could that pos- 
sibly end well? 

I met Eric at 
Two Sisters Bar and 
Books. It’s a small 
and narrow space with 
a high ceiling, packed 
with people sitting either 
at the bar, the low book- 
shelf (which serves as a counter 
for drinks and food), or the small 
tables just across the room. 

[had recently turned up at Eric’s 
place on a Saturday night as he and 
his wife settled down to a movie, 
informing them that I had brought 
good beer and self-loathing and was 
going to do what comes naturally. 
They graciously accepted my pathos; 
two movies and a six-pack later they 
gave me a ride home. Tonight we 
were talking about Eric instead. 

“Tm not really going to drink to- 
night,” he said. “I’m working on my- 
self. I’ve discovered that I have really 
good days if I get writing done and 
meditate. And I’ve discovered that 
this doesn’t happen if I drink more 
than two nights a week.” 

“So don’t drink,” I said. “Definite- 
ly don't.” 


“Tm so boring, though. I’m sorry.” 


We always seem to associate “inter- 
esting” with “drama” in our lives. I 
got into a big argument with the bus 
driver is supposed to be more inter- 
esting than I got where I was going. 

I drank a Dark Knight (gin, cher- 
ry-balsamic vermouth, Aperol, Cam- 


pari) while Eric mused about the bar. 


“There’s a renaissance of ‘parlor bars’ 
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popping up in S.F. now, isn’t there? 
Pretending to be a Parisian parlor or 
something, with high ceilings? I love 
it. | wish I had a parlor.” 

We perused the bookshelf by 
our knees and Eric was astonished 
to find a copy of the 1944 book The 
Horse’s Mouth. He’d never read it, 
but saw an excellent 1958 movie ver- 
sion with Alec Guinness. I opened it 
up. The first paragraph contained the 
similes “like an orange in a fried fish 
shop’ and “Like a viper swimming in 
skim milk.” 

I closed the book and put it back. 

I’m getting annoyed with bars 
that use books as decoration. It 
makes a promise that is never kept: 
The only guy who ever stands up ina 
bar to quote Leibniz or riff on Terkel 
is me, and I assure you that nobody 
claps. Two Sisters handles it better 
than most by hosting a monthly 
book club, but it has no relationship 
— at all— to the books it keeps 
shelved by your shins. I'd 

like to ask San Francisco 
bars to stop doing this. 
If your bartender 
doesn’t open up one 

of those books to 
make a valuable 
point about Aristo- 
tle or quote Mary 
Wollstonecraft at 
least once a night, 
then either the 
books or the bar- 
, tender has to go. 
As a “parlor bar, 
Two Sisters is delib- 
erately derivative, imi- 
tating not only the book- 
stores, bars, and coffee houses 
that the founders encountered in 
their European travels, but other 
trends in Bay Area taverns. 

“So many S.F. bars have gone all 
mixology that you need one of three 
things to stand out,” Eric told me as 
I drank a Smoke & Flowers (hibis- 
cus-infused tequila, mezcal, lemon, 
lime, simple syrup, Malden salt). 
“Really great bartenders, a unique 
signature cocktail or gimmick, or 
adequate cocktails in a very good 
atmosphere.” We both agreed that 
Two Sisters is the third, and there’s 
nothing wrong with that. Derivative 
is only bad in a bar if it’s dishonest. 
Done right, it’s an homage to some- 
thing the owners love. 

Let’s not put on airs: Most of us 
are just trying to get through the day 
without hurting ourselves. Usually 
we fail. But sometimes we're able to 
do something right, share it, and be 
happy. It might not make for a dra- 
matic novel, but it’s a good life.

We haven't crunched the 
numbers a la Nate Silver, but we’re 
willing to guess most will haphazardly 
fling themselves at Golden Gate Park 
without much of a plan as to which 
openers to see. But like your mom al- 
ways said, planning is wise — so 
here’s our day-by-day picks of the 
must-see non-headliners at Outside 
Lands 2014. 


We hope you called in sick to make the 
most of your opening day ticket, be- 
cause it’s of paramount importance 
that you catch Phosphorescent at 
2:30 p.m. on the Sutro stage. That the 
man who sold out the Independent 
and lent his heartbreaking “Song for 
Zula” to The Spectacular Now and The 
Amazing Spider-Man 2 has been rele- 
gated to such an early spot is either an 
injustice or a treat. Hope for the latter 
and bask in your good fortune. 

You'll then be primed to watch 
Warpaint take the Twin Peaks stage 
at 3:40 p.m. The band’s self-titled 
second record was last year’s sexiest 
slab of druggy, proggy analog post- 
rock, proudly produced by Flood and 
lying somewhere between the other- 
worldy thrum of PJ Harvey and the 
feral primitivism of Josh Homme’s 
Desert Sessions.

cocktails you'll have had by then. 


The weekend begins in earnest: Al- 
though they seem like such night owls, 
youd be remiss to come after L.A.’s 
Dum Dum Girls play the Lands End 
at 12:20 p.m. Their romantic contem- 
porary mope-rock is like Yeah Yeah Ye- 
ahs on muscle relaxants. As proven by 
the recent, VICE-directed music video 
for “Are You Okay?” — a creepy exis- 
tential murder mystery written by 
novelist Bret Easton Ellis — Dum 
Dum Girls would sound perfect in a 
David Lynch film. 

From there, we highly recom- 
mend you lighten things up with 
Improv4Humans, a revue of L.A.- 
based Upright Citizens’ Brigade 
Theater that takes over The Barbary 
at 2:15 p.m.

Few things in music these days are more alluring than the videos of FKA twigs (aka Tahliah Barnett). The English 
singer, whose alias partially stems from a nickname concerning the way her bones crack, has assembled a handful of 
majestic, painstakingly stylized clips. In “Two Weeks,” she’s a queen carefully dancing in a sandy-hued, ancient Egypt- 
style setting. Set against a green background, “Water Me” features a tight closeup on her well-lit, strikingly decorated 
head as she sings. In “Papi Pacify,” Barnett engages in some kind of simulated sex/dance with a man, with the whole 
scene shot in stark black and white. All the while, the visuals are matched with measured, haunting, trippy contempo- 
rary R&B — think the Weeknd and The xx, and to a lesser degree, Grimes or Baths — that makes sex and love feel like 
truly escapist pursuits. FKA twigs’ love for simplicity and sleekness also resonates in her choice of title for her brand-

Tama 38-year-old married woman. My husband of 
18 years is 22 years my senior. I credit my husband 
for giving me a good life and helping me pursue goals.
